Convertiplanes 


Experimental “convertlplane" shown to the pre.ss 
by the Air Force probably has most of the requisites 
that even those who arc unenthusla.stic about flight 
would desire. It can take off vertically , then fly along 
like a conventional plane, using the alrfold of a pair 
of stubby wings and forward propulsion. Then it can 
hover and settle down serenely on a given spot. 
Gone are the roar and thrust of a prolonged take­ 
off run and the circling and banking to line up for 
the landing run. The rotor serves as a built-in para­ 
chute. 
To the aviation Indu.stry the convertlplane comes 
closest to being every thing any air planner has ever 
wanted. For extreme speed, there are jets. For ex­ 
treme mobility at low speeds, there are helicopters. 
Heretofore there has never been a compromise be­ 
tween the two except in inventors’ heads and on draw­ 
ing boards. 
The Air Force appears to have beaten the oppo.si- 
tlon to the punch- It Is well known that several manu- 
ftcturers, working under military contracts, are hur­ 
ry ing experimental convertiplanes into limited pro­ 
duction. 
The Air Force XV-1 makes u.se of a large helicop­ 
ter-ty pe rotor for its horizontal lift and descent, and a 
jialr of stubby wings and a pusher ty pe motor for its 
iDrwftrd flight. The Air Force is secretive about speed 
and range. But apparently more Fill be heard of the 
convertlplane when complete evaluation te.sts have 
been run next summer. 
^ 
In the realm of air tran.sport the convertlplane 
'Would solve a whole fuselage load of problem.s. A large 
^Terslon of the XV-1 thrpp-pa-s.senRpr mixlel could re- 
Wolutionize the short haul and feeder line problem, 
‘f t would make air travel more practical and inexpen- 
‘-flve by eliminating lag time in travel between cities 
•and airports. 
For pas.sengrrs on short trips this 
.i^ound shuttle (» ften consumes more time than the 
'elapsed flight time of the trip. 


The Belgian Rifle 


Ordnance experts of the various nations appear 
to cling to the same philosophy as scienttsis in that 
both groups think far bey ond geographic boundaries. 
So it Is not surprising U) find mtxst of the fire and 
smoke of controversy over the adoption of a Belgian 
fun as a standard NATO weapon raging in the halls 
Of government instead of in military headquarters. 
Prime Minister Churchill, for example, recently 
faced a parliamentary cri.'iis by announcing that 
' Britisb fool soldier» will be equipped » with the Beigian 
FN. a light, semi-automatic weapon, in place of the 
British .280 caliber gun. Ordnance experts In the U S. 
like the FN too. and tne U. S. Army has placed a trial 
order for 3,000 of them for final evaluation and 
familiarization. 
The debate over adoption of the FN has been 
continuing off and on for five y ears and has been 
one*of the stickier problem.s with which the NATO 
military planners have had to cope. 
There are pre.sently 2.000,000 Garand M-ls in the 
hands of U. 8. troops or in ar.senais, but tests are now 
being made on a new infantry weapon, the T-44, 
which, like the Belgian FN, has a magazine capacity 
of 20 rounds compared to the Oarand’s eight. In cold 
weather tests the T-44 has functioned .somewhat 
better than the FN The Belgian gun is chambered for 
the U. S. .30 caliber rifle cartridge. 
Recognition of Belgian inventiveness and indus­ 
trial prowess would be a shot in the arm for the 
Belgians, and thus indirectly for the NATO Junior 
varsity —the .smaller nations who. at tlme.s, feel nearly 
smothered on policy questions by their big NATO 
partners. 


Speeding Reading 


With the ever increasing hustle and bustle of 
today ’s world the emphasis has been put on getting 
the most done in the shortest possible time Even our 
leLsure hours seem to be carefully budgeted in order 
that not a .single minute may be wa.sted. 
Queens College in New York is presently conduct­ 
ing an experiment in conjunction with this “hurry - 
up" mania which seem-s to prove that the average 
person takes much too much time to read 
SUtistics compiled at the end of a 14-week 
experimental course In reading Improvement at the 
college showed that the average student improved his 
reading ability by 70 per cent. 
The director of the course. Di, O. Bernard Leib- 
m tn, said that individual improvements ranged from 
20 to 350 per cent. 
One student who .started out with a 
p o o r 
reading 
speed of 250 words a minute was reading 1200 words 
A t the end of the coui.se 
Educators have long recognized the poor reading 
habits of the average person but this seems to be 
‘the first time any appreciable progres.s ha.s been made 
toward correcting what is no more than a carele.ss 
habit. . 


One Is Too Many 


It is difficult to share the satisfaction that some 
persons pretend to get out of the official figures that 
are being slowly released by federal agencies 
it is 
hardly cause for jubilation that ’ only ’’ four of the 131 
dismissed Treasury Department employ es were guilty 
of disloy alty , that there were only 11 disloy alty case.s 
among the 535 security risk dismissals In the State 
Department, that only one Communist was found in 
the Department of Agriculture, or that only one Com­ 
munist was fired by the Department of Justice. 
The men and women branded as actually disloy al 
represent a small proportion of the 2,000 or more 
persons dismissed under the Aecurity program of the 
administration, but any number found disloy al is still 
too large. A few Communists, especially in policy -mak­ 
ing positions, can be of great aid to the enemy .

Acute Sore Throat 


Phar.vngiti.s is the technical nam e 
for sore throat. 
It represents a 
group of diseases caused by 
a 
variety of organism s, including the 
streptococcus, diphtheria bacillus, 
and the vir’ises of influenza and 
the common cold. 
I ’he sy mptoms are evident to 
mo.st of U.S. Distres.s varie.s from 
scratchiness of the throat to pain 
and difficulty 
in swallowing. 
In 
many , the throat condition is a c­ 
companied by fever, generalized 
aching, malai.se, loss of appetite, 
and chills. The appearance of the 
throat depends upon the invading 
germ s; it m ay be red, swolle.i, 
covered with a m em brance, or dot­ 
ted with angry looking ulcers. 


Infection dt .’S not alway s rem ain 
in the phary nx. It m ay extend up­ 
w ard into the nose, sinu.ses, or ear.s 
or down into the chest and bronchi. 
When the throat harbors organism s 
that produce toxins, other regions 
of the body m ay become involv­ 
ed. 
Nephritis

disease) 
and rheum atic fever are exam ples; 
¿n both, the hearf or kidney s are 
affected 10 day s to two weeks after 
an attack of strep throat or tnnsil- 
lll.s. 
The mo.st serious aspect of diph­ 
theria is the piodiu-ion ^ toxins 
. during the sojourn of the nacilli in 
the thioal. 'fhis explain.s why diph­ 
theria anti-toxin must 1 
adm inis­ 
tered as a lifesaving procedure. In 
scarlet fever, streptococcal toxins 
are responsible for the rash and 
one attack confers everlasting im­ 
munity to the toxin but not to the 
causative organism , the individual 
m ay 
develop 
a 
hundred 
m ore 
strep throats hut 
never another 
scarlet fever rash. 


Treatm ent of ordinary sore throat 
i.s relatively .simple and con.sists of 
aspirin to relieve pain and a g a r­ 
gle to remove the mucus. l_x» zcngc.s 
help keep the throat moist. If fever 
IS high or remains elevated for 
more than three day s, il m ay he 
ni'ces.sary to call upo i the anti­ 
biotics. Since these products a re 
specific 1 
their action, the causa­ 
tive organism should be known if 
the job IS to be done right. For 
this reason the phy sician make.s a 
culture when he suspect.s trouble. 
Penicillin, for example, is jxitent 
against the streptococcus but, if 
diphtheria bacilli are found on the 
culture, treatm ent also m ust in­ 
clude antitoxin aga nst this disease, 
as well as penicillin. Now and then 
the culprit is Vincent’s infection

ty pe of phary ngitis with redne.ss, 
swelling, and ulceration of uie ti.s- 
sues. 
The antibiotics .should be used 
long enough to be effective.

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New Look: 
Secret History 
WASHINGTON 
No deci.sions of the Eisenhower 
administration are more in need 
of understanding than the great 
•strategic 
decision of the 
“ New 
Look” at American defense. And 
the best approach to the many 
problems of the New Look is to 
see how it originated. 
The time was October 13, the 
place a meeting of the National 
Security Council. The chairm an of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Admiral 
Arthur Radford, had been invited 
to the meeting to present the re­ 
sults of what is usually regarded 
as the 
Joint Chiefs’ 
new look, 
which was not the real New Look 
a t all. 
Three months earlier, on July 
10, the President had instructed 
the new Joint Chiefs to re-examine 
the whole design of Anierican de­ 
fense in the expectation of a “ long 
period of tension” and danger. The 
chiefs had done m any weeks of 
hard work. Admiral Radford now 
gave the Security Council the re­ 
sults in the form of proposed forces 
levels for the Army . Navy and Air 
Force. Through Radford, the chiefs 
asked for bigger arm ed forces— 
somewhat bigger than we have 
now and substantially bigger than 
we shall have in 1955. 
Big, immediate cuts in the de­ 
fense budget were wanted by most 
of the men at the council table. 
When the comptroller of the De­ 
fense Department, W. J. McNeill, 
put an annual price tag of $43,- 
000,000.t)00 on 
the 
forces 
levels 
Radford proposed. Budget Director 
Joseph Dodge and his allies were 
vocally 
horrified. 
Admiral 
Rad­ 
ford answered their protests with 
an historic little speech. 
Substituted New Co ncept 
The civilians, Radford said, had 
never told the military what sort 
of war to get ready for—whether 
a 
conventional 
big 
war or 
an 
atomic small war. 
After Korea, 
there was every rea.son to doubt 
that use of the new weapons would 
ever be permitted in any war. y et 
the new weapons were our real 
strength. Preparing for every im­ 
aginable kind of war was necess­ 
arily costly . 
Tell us what kind of war to fight. 
Radford in effect summ ed up, and 
then the Joint Chiefs can have a 
real New Look and no doubt save 
y ou .some money as well. 
Not long after the October 13 
meeting, 
therefore, the National 
Security council directed the Joint 
Chiefs to plan on using the new 
weapons wherever and whenever 
these would be effective. The Joint 
Chiefs then jettisoned the historic 
American defense concept of bal­ 
anced forces. They substituted the 
new concept of a national defense 
entirely built around American air- 
atomic striking power. 
This single change, from conven­ 
tionally balanced forces to forces 
primarily designed to exploit the 
new weapons, i.s the strategic es- 
.sence of Am erica’s New L w k at 
defense. 
The 
change 
required 
larger investment in air power, 


allowed sharp cuts in the A rm y 
and Navy , with resulting over-all 
economy . Over the protests of the 
Army 
and 
Navy 
chiefs, 
Gen. 
Mathew Ridgway and Admiral R. 
B. Carney , the new concept was 
adopted and the budget based on 
it was approved, at a Security 
Council meeting on December 15. 
Tackled New Concepts 
The decision to m ake this very 
far-reaching 
change 
of 
concept 
must also be judged against the 
background of the long evolution 
of the Eisenhower adm inistration’s 
defense thinking. This has been 
complex indeed. Back in Jan uary 
1953 the leaders of the new team s 
had only two aims. The first was 
to end the Korean War at all cost. 
To achieve this aim, it can now be 
revealed, the President was get­ 
ting ready , last March, to order 
national mobilization and an un- 
limited effort to win a final vic­ 
tory . Then came the Chinese truce 
offer « probably stimulated by word 
of the Pre.sident’s decision passed 
on by Pandit Nehru). That opened 
the way to the new te am ’s second 
aim, which was to balance the bud­ 
get at all cost. 
Yet the Soviet air-atomic threat 
was rapidly growing. The budget- 
balancing drive immediately raised 
a very serious question: which was 
to have first priority , the nation’s 
military security or the nation’s 
fiscal stability ? At first, m en like 
Secretary of the Treasury Humph­ 
rey and Secretary of Defense Wil­ 
son tried to pretend the conflict did 
not exist, with unhappy results ap­ 
parent in last y ear’s defense bud­ 
get. Then the big question was 
squarely tackled last spring in an 
informal debate of the highest ad­ 
ministration policy m akers, called 
together by the President in the 
top-floor sun roorn of the White 
House. 
This debate gave birth; by the 
President’s order, to the elaborate 
National 
Security Council 
study 
known as “ Operation Solarium .’* 
Solarium 
went 
on 
through 
the 
summ er. The explosion of the Sov­ 
iet 
hy drogen 
bomb 
in 
August 
clinched the decision. The Solar­ 
ium findings were sum m ed up in 
the Security Council policy paper 
known as NSC-162, which was ap­ 
proved on.October 7. NSC-162 de­ 
fines 
the 
threat 
to the 
United 
Stales as “ total,” and gave first 
priority to the nation's m ilitary 
security . 
The New Look really began a 
veek later, at the council m eeting 
of October 13, when Admiral R ad­ 
ford made his little speech, but the 
prelude was the approval of NSC- 
162. Thus the budgetary .spur m ay 
have caused the New Look—but 
only after the administration lead­ 
ers had unanimously agreed to 
give first priority to the national 
.security . In short, the new ap­ 
proach to defense planning is not 
m ere penny -pinching—it is a sin­ 
cere attem pt to adapt American 
defense concepts to the revolution 
in weapons development.

Acute Sore Throat 
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Convertiplanes 


Experimental “convertiplane” shown to the press 
by the Air Force probably has most of the requisites 
that even those who are unenthusiastic about flight 


would desire. It can take off vertically, then fly alonR 
like a conventional plane, using the airfold of a pair 
of stubby wings and forward propulsion. Then it can 
hover and settle down serenely on a given spot. 
Gone are the roar and thrust of a prolonged take­ 
off run and the circling and banking to line up for 
the landing run. The rotor serves as a built-in para­ 
chute. 
To the aviation industry the convertiplane comes 
closest to being everything any air planner has ever 
wanted. 
For extreme speed, there are Jets. 
For ex ­ 
treme mobility at low speeds, there are helicopters. 


Heretofore there has never been a compromise be­ 
tween the two except in inventors’ heads and on draw­ 
ing boards. 
The Air Force appears to have beaten the opposi­ 


tion to the punch It is well known that several m anu­ 
facturers, working under military contracts, are hur­ 
rying experimental convertiplanes into limited pro­ 


duction. 
The Air Force XV-1 makes use of a large helicop­ 


ter-type rotor for its horizontal lift arid descent, and a 
pair of stubby wings and a pusher type motor for its 
forward flight. The Air Force la secretive about speed 
and range. 
But apparently more |vill be heard of the 
convertiplane when complete evaluation tests have 


been run next summer. 
In the realm of air transport the convertiplane 
Would solve a whole fuselage load of problems. A large 
Version of the XV-1 three-passengrr model could re- 
^>lutk>nize the short haul and feeder line problem, 


f t would make air travel more practical and inexpen­ 
sive by eliminating lag time in travel between cities 
and airporta. 
For passengers on short trips this 
ground shuttle often consumes more time than tile 
elapsed flight time of the trip. 


Pharyngitis is the technical nam e 
for sore throat. 
It represents « 
group of diseases caused 
by a 
variety of organisms, including the 
streptococcus, diphtheria bacillus, 
and the viruses of influenza and 
the common cold. 
The symptoms are evident to 
most of us. Distress varies from 
scratchiness of the throat to pain 
and difficulty 
in swallowing 
In 
many, the throat condition is ac­ 
companied bv 
fever, generalized 
aching, malaise, loss of appetite, 
and chills. The appearance of the 
throat depends upon the invading 
germ s; it may be red, swollen, 
covered with a membrance. or dot­ 
ted with angry looking ulcers. 


Infection <b >s not always rem ain 
in the pharynx. It may extend up­ 
ward into the nose, sinuses, or ears 
or down into the chest and bronchi, 
When the throat harbors organisms 
that produce toxins, other regions 
of the body may become involv­ 
ed 
Nephritis 
< Bright’s 
disease) 
and rheumatic fever are examples; 
in both, thr hearf or kidneys are 
affected IO days to two weeks after 
an attack of strep throat or tonsil- 
Itis. 
The most serious aspect of diph­ 
theria is the production ai toxins 
during the sojourn of the bacilli in 
the throat. This explains why diph­ 
theria anti-toxin must \ 
ad m in is­ 
tered as a lifesaving procedure In 
scarlet fever, streptococcal toxins 
are responsible for the rash and 
one attack confers everlasting im­ 
munity to the toxin but not to the 
causative organism; the individual 
may 
develop 
a 
hundred 
more 
strep throats but never another 
scarlet fever rash.

The Belgian Rifle 


Ordnance experts of the various nation* appear 
t© cling to the .same philosophy as .scientists in that 
both group* think far beyond geographic boundaries. 
So it is not surprising to find mast of the fire and 
smoke of controversy over the adoption of a Belgian 
gun as a standard NATO weapon raging in the halls 
of government instead of in military headquarters. 
Prime Minister Churchill, for example, recently 
faced a parliamentary crisis by announcing 
that 
British tool soldier* will be equipped with the Belgian 
FN a light, sem i-autom atic weapon, in place of the 
British .280 caliber gun. Ordnance experts in the U S. 
like the FN too. and the U 8 Army has placed a trial 
order for 3,000 of them for final evaluation and 
familiarization 
The debate over adoption of the FN has been 
continuing off and on for five years and has been 
one of the stickier problems with which the NATO 
military planners have had to cope. 
There are presently 2 000.000 Garand M -ls in the 
hands of U 8 troops or in arsenals, but tests are now 
being made on a new infantry weapon, the T-44. 
which, like the Belgian FN. has a magazine capacity 
of 20 rounds compared to the Oarand's eight. In cold 
weather tests the T-44 has functioned somewhat 
better than the FN The Belgian gun Is chambered for 
the U. S. 30 caliber rifle cartridge 
Recognition of Belgian inventiveness and indus­ 
trial prowess would be a shot in the arm for the 
Belgians, and thus indirectly for the NATO Junior 
varsity—the smaller nations who, at times, feel nearly 
smothered on policy questions by their big NATO 
partners.

The invading or­ 
ganism* cause a messy, stubborn 
ty p e of pharyngitis with redness, 
swelling, and ulceration of Ole tis­ 
sues. 
The antibiotics should be used 
long enough to be effective. When 
stopped tex) soon, symptoms are 
likely to return and. in addition, 
the germ s are given the oppor­ 
tunity to reestablishing their line 
of defense bv developing resistance 
to penicillin, or whatever antibiotic 
has been employed; when the mold 
is used again 1 
no longer is ef­ 
fective. This in turn prolongs the 
disease and explains why m any 
sore throats heal 
faster 
without 
these remedies.

N ew Look: 
Secret History 


Charlie Wilson Is Determined To Boss His Defense Department; Eisenhower 


Wants His Bureau Chiefs To Sing The Same Song 


WASHINGTON 
No decisions of the Eisenhower 
administration are more in need 
of understanding than the great 
strategic 
decision of the 
"New 
Look” at American defense. And 
the best approach to the many 
problems of the New Look is to 
see how it originated. 
The time was October 13, the 
place a meeting of the National 
Security Council. The chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Admiral 
Arthur Radford, had beer, invited 
to the meeting to present the re­ 
sults of what is usually regarded 
as 
the Joint Chiefs’ 
new look. 
which was not the real New Look 
s t all. 
Three months earlier, on July 
IO. the President had instructed 
the new Joint Chiefs to re-examine 
the whole design of American de­ 
fense in the expectation of a “ long 
period of tension” and danger. The 
chiefs had done many weeks of 
hard work. Admiral Radford now 
gave the Security Council the re­ 
sults in the form of proposed forces 
levels for the Army. Navy and Air 
Force. Through Radford, the chiefs 
asked for bigger arm ed forces— 
somewhat 
bigger than we have 
now and substantially bigger than 
we shall have in 1955. 
Big. immediate cub; in the de­ 
fense budget were wanted by most 
of the men at the council table. 
When the comptroller of the De­ 
fense Department, W. J. McNeill, 
put an annual price tag of $43.- 
000,000.t)00 on 
the 
forces 
levels 
Radford proposed. Budget Director 
Joseph Dodge and his allies were 
vocally 
horrified. 
Admiral 
Rad­ 
ford answered their protests with 
an historic little speech. 
Substituted New Concept 
The civilians, Radford said, had 
never told the military what sort 
of war to get ready for—whether 
a 
conventional 
big 
war or 
an 
atomic small war. After Korea, 
there was every reason to doubt 
that use of the new weapons would 
ever be permitted in a n y war. yet 
the new weapons were our real 
strength. Preparing for every im­ 
aginable kind of war was necess­ 
arily costly. 
Tell us what kind of war to fight. 
Radford in effect summed up. and 
then the Joint Chiefs can have a 
real New Look and no doubt save 
you some money as well. 
Not long after the October 13 
meeting, therefore, 
the National 
Security council directed the Joint 
Chiefs to plan on using the new 
weapons wherever and whenever 
these would be effective. The Joint 
Chiefs then jettisoned the historic 
American defense concept of bal­ 
anced forces. They substituted the 
new concept of a national defense 
entirely built around American air- 
atomic striking power. 
This single change, from conven­ 
tionally balanced forces to forces 
primarily designed to exploit the 
new weapons, is the strategic es­ 
sence of America’s New Look at 
defense 
The 
change 
required 
larger investment in air power, 


allowed sharp cuts in the Army 
and Navy, with resulting over-all 
econom y. Over the protests of the 
Army 
and 
Navy 
chiefs, 
Gen. 
Mathew Ridgway and Admiral R. 
B. Carney, the new concept was 
adopted and the budget based on 
it was approved, at a Security 
Council meeting on December 15. 
Tackled New Concepts 
The decision to make this very 
far-reaching 
change 
of 
concept 
must also be judged against the 
background of the long evolution 
of the Eisenhower administration’s 
defense thinking. This has been 
complex indeed. Bark in January 
1953 the leaders of the new team s 
had only two aims. The first was 
to end the Korean War at all cost. 
To achieve this aim, it can now be 
revealed, the President was get­ 
ting ready, last March, to order 
national mobilization and an un- 
limited effort to win a final vic­ 
tory. Then came the Chinese truce 
offer (probably stimulated by word 
of the President’s decision passed 
on by Pandit Nehru). That opened 
the way to the new team 's second 
aim, which was to balance the bud­ 
get at all cost. 
Yet the Soviet air-atomic threat 
was rapidly growing. The budget- 
balancing drive immediately raised 
a very serious question; which was 
to have first priority, the nation's 
military security or the nation's 
fiscal stability? At first, men like 
Secretary of the Treasury Humph­ 
rey and Secretary of Defense Wil­ 
son tried to pretend the conflict did 
not exist, with unhappy results ap­ 
parent in last year's defense bud­ 
get. Then the big question was 
.squarely tackled last spring in an 
informal debate of the highest ad­ 
ministration policy makers, called 
together by the President in the 
top-floor sun room of the White 
House. 
Thi« debate gave birth, by th* 
President's order, to the elaborate 
National 
Security Council 
study 
known as “Operation Solarium.” 
Solarium 
went 
on 
through 
th# 
summer. The explosion of the Sov­ 
iet 
hydrogen 
bomb 
in 
August 
clinched the decision. The Solar­ 
ium findings were summed up in 
the Security Council policy paper 
known as NSC-162, which was ap­ 
proved on-October 7. NSC-162 de­ 
fines 
the 
threat 
to the United 
States as “ total,” and gave first 
priority to the nation’s military 
security. 
The New Look really began a 
veek later, at the council meeting 
of October 13. when Admiral Rad­ 
ford made his little speech, but th# 
prelude was the approval of NSC- 
162 Thus the budgetary spur m ay 
have caused the New Look—but 
only after the administration lead­ 
ers 
had unanimously agreed to 
give first priority to the national 
security. In short, the new ap ­ 
proach to defence planning is not 
mere penny-pinching—it is a sin­ 
cere attempt to adapt American 
defense concepts to the revolution 
in weapons development.
